As a Matter of Business——The proposed issuing of bonds | 
is in large measure a business proposition and its consideration 
should be approached in a sane business manner, Aside from all} 
questions of convenience and of pleasure that good highways af- 
ford and from their funetion as an advertising medium that at- 
tracts settlers, ete., there remains the question: Is the bond issue 
a good investment? Tf it will pay in cold cash, the wisdom of the 
project is beyond dispute. And it is in the general discussion of 
this phase of the matter that there is evinced the greatest degree of 
misunderstanding. There are but few people in this County who 
are informed upon ihe question of our annual expenditures on 
highways.
